The  Council  prayer  was  read  by  V.P.  Burke. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  November  16,  1989  Executive 
Council  Meeting.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  recognized  AFL-CIO  Region  8 
Director,  Frank  Myers  and  Boston  Teachers  Union  President  Edward 
Doherty  who  were  attending  the  Council  Meeting. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


President  Osborn  reported  the  Council  had  finished  negotiations 
with  OPEIU  which  represents  the  Council's  staff  and  noted  a  large 
list  regarding  wages  and  fringe  benefits  had  been  presented  by 
Walter  Allen,  OPEIU,  Local  6  Staff  Representative.  He  noted  the 
Council  was  entering  the  third  year  of  a  budget  plan  which  had 
budgeted  for  a  5%  pay  increase;  the  President  further  advised  the 
package  the  Council  offered  included  a  5%  wage  increase, 
improvement  in  the  present  Dental  coverage,  an  increase  in  the 
mileage  allowance  from  .22  to  .24  per  mile;  and  a  change  in  the 
percentage  reduction  when  taking  an  early  retirement,  from  l/16th 
of  1%  per  month  to  l/12th  of  1%  per  month.  President  Osborn  also 
reported  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  has  also  recommended  that 
Dawn  McDavid,  the  Council  Receptionist/Secretary,  be  brought  up 
to  the  salary  amount  that  the  prior  Receptionist/Secretary  had 
been  receiving  along  with  the  new  5%  rate  being  applied  to  the 
new  rate. 

MMS  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  President  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  relative  to  the  above  items.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  the  Council  would  continue  in  its 
affiliation  efforts  along  with  trying  to  subsidize  the  Council 
through  grants. 

The  President  further  notified  the  members  that  40%  of  the 
Council's  per  capita  comes  from  the  Public  Employee  unions  and 
that  they  are  presently  going  through  closings  of  facilities, 
teachers  are  being  laid  off,  state  employees  being  requested  to 


to  bear  the  burden  of  health  care  cost  shifting,  etc.  He  noted  * 
that  the  TEAM  referendum  petitions  gathered  more  signatures  than 
the  one  being  proposed  by  Barbara  Anderson  and  that  he,  as 
President,  chairs  the  Public  Employee  and  Independent  Public 
Sector  unions  coalition  and  urged  the  assistance  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  as  the  Coalition  is  presently  moving  into  the 
referenda  question  campaign.  He  noted  the  Council  is  trying  to 
get  Democrats  on  the  Hill  to  not  act  as  Republicans  on  the  budget 
crisis  and  that  he  has  had  meetings  with  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  Chair  Richard  Voke  regarding  the  attack  on  the  public 
employee  health  care  cost  shifting  proposal  and  reported  these 
were  difficult  times  for  the  public  employee  unions. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  attending,  along  with  Ed  Sullivan  of 
the  Elevator  Constructors  Union,  the  signing  of  legislation  on 
Safety  in  Construction;  on  attending  the  signing  of  the  work 
ownership  and  worksite  registration  legislation;  speaking  at  the 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse  Seminar  held  in  Lawrence  sponsored  by  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO,  United  Way  and  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs 
and  noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Substance  Abuse  Committee  was  a  very 
active  committee  being  chaired  by  Chuck  Monahan,  who  he  reported 
was  doing  a  great  job;  on  meeting  with  Boston  Building  Trades 
General  Agent,  Joseph  Nigro  and  John  Chessling  regarding  the 
possibility  of  Mr.  Chessling  building  a  coal  generation  plant  in 
Waltham  and  that  it  could  possibly  be  a  100  million  dollar  job 
and  that  there  were  pending  outstanding  questions  to  be  answered 
on  this  generation  plant  such  as  the  neighborhood  people  being 
against  having  this  built.  He  further  noted  the  Quality  of  Life 
Committee  of  Waltham  which  has  been  held  together  since  the 
Question  #2  campaign  is  presently  involved  in  all  labor  issues  in 
that  Community  and  would  be  involved  in  this  matter. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  being  interviewed  on  Channel  #7 
regarding  the  questions  of  taxes;  on  meeting  with  State 
Democratic  Chair  Chet  Atkins  and  Cong.  Atkins'  desire  to  work 
closer  with  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO.  The  President  noted  the 
Council  and  the  Dem.  Party  are  interested  in  putting  together  a 
Central  voters  list  and  that  National  COPE  has  in  the  past 
assisted  the  Council  in  purchasing  such  lists.  He  noted  there 
would  be  ongoing  talks  regarding  the  central  voters  lists  and 
would  keep  the  Council  informed.  The  President  advised  he  had 
set  up  meetings  with  the  members  of  the  Public  Employee  Unions 
with  Senate  President  Bulger  and  House  Speaker  Keverian  regarding 
the  budget  crisis  and  to  discuss  issues  effecting  the  Public 
Sector  Unions;  on  attending  a  farewell  gathering  for  Patricia 
Hanratty  who  was  leaving  ISP  and  noted  she  had  been  there  since 
its  inception  and  was  of  assistance  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 

He  also  noted  attending,  along  with  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes,  a 
social  held  by  Local  4,  Operating  Engineers  Training  Directors  in 
Canton;  speaking  at  Local  509,  SEIU  United  Conference  held  in 
Sturbridge  and  noted  the  election  of  Sandy  Felder  as  President  of 
that  organization;  attended  Cardinal  Cushing  Memorial  Dinner 
regarding  Affordable  Housing. 


President  Osborn  reported  on  the  Boston  Teachers  Union  Rally  that 
was  held  in  Boston  City  Hall  Plaza  and  ended  with  a  march  on  the 
State  House;  he  noted  the  BTU  crisis  was  a  result  of  the  City  of 
Boston  agreeing  to  a  Contract  with  the  Teachers  Union  but  not 
funding  it.  He  noted  that  although  the  rally  was  held  in  frigid 
temperatures,  it  was  well  attended  and  that  BTU  President  Ed 
Doherty  had  done  a  great  job  and  it  was  a  great  rally. 

He  reported  on  meeting  with  Craig  Stepno  regarding  the  Democratic 
Party  in  Massachusetts,  we  must  decide  on  whether  to  walk  away 
from  it  or  strengthen  it.  Also,  on  the  upcoming  caucuses  and 
noted  a  kit  regarding  running  as  delegates  for  the  Dem. 
Convention  was  put  together  by  Leg.  Dir.  Foley  and  Staff  Rep  Rich 
Rogers  and  would  be  distributed  to  the  Vice  Presidents.  He  urged 
the  Vice  President's  participation  in  the  election  of  labor 
delegates  at  the  caucuses.  He  further  requested  that  the  labor 
delegates  run  on  uncommitted  slates  and  that  no  decision  has  been 
made  on  endorsing  any  candidate  and  that  the  Party  needs  a 
message  sent  to  them  and  that  Labor  should  be  uncommitted  and 
again  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  get  involved  in  the  caucuses. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  meeting  with  Sec.  of  Administration 
and   Finance,   Edward   Lashman   and   Linda   Ruthardt,   IAM 
Representative,  on  the  Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council 
regarding  extending  the  term  of  office  for  the  Administrative  Law 
Judges  from  2  to  6  years  and  on  the  back  log  of  cases  and  noted 
that  Secretary  Lashman  was  sympathetic  to  our  requests. 

The  President  reported  on  meeting  with  the  Leadership  of  the 
Public  Employee  Unions  regarding  funding  for  the  upcoming 
initiative  petition/referendum  campaign  and  reported  he  felt 
buoyed  by  their  response  and  noted  he  would  be  seeking  the 
support  of  the  Vice  Presidents  in  this  campaign. 

President  Osborn  advised  being  solicited  by  the  Teamsters  Union 
for  assistance  in  their  struggle  with  S.S.  Pierce.  He  reported 
attending  a  rally  at  Fanueil  Hall  at  which  time  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  was  a  speaker  and  noted  that  BTU  President  Ed 
Doherty  and  V.P.  Mahar  also  participated.  He  further  reported  on 
meeting  with  Ken  Goldstein,  Exec.  Director  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Project  which  has  been  sponsored  financially  by  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  and  is  presently  involved  in  building  projects,  community 
issues  and  affordable  housing  and  that  Mr.  Goldstein  would  be 
making  a  report  to  the  Council  regarding  the  Project  at  the 
January  meeting.  He  advised  that  two  central  labor  councils  in 
the  Merrimack  Valley  were  also  participating  in  this  project.  He 
thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  financial  assistance  and 
support  towards  this  endeavor. 

At  the  request  of  the  Exec.  Director  of  AFSCME,   Council  93, 
Joseph  Bonavita,  the  President  reported  he  put  together  a  meeting 
with  MRWA  Director  Levy  and  himself  with  Leo  Purcell,  Mass. 
Building  Trades  and  Boston  Building  Trades  G.  A.  Joe  Nigro  to 
discuss  enabling  legislation  that  is  affecting  the  AFSCME 


bargaining  unit  at  MWRA  and  noted  Brothers  Purcell  and  Nigro  also 

attended  this  meeting  in  the  spirit  of  union  solidarity  on  behalf 

of  AFSCME.   He  noted  that  as  a  result  of  this  meeting  there  was 

some  initial  movement  on  the  part  of  the  MWRA  but  it  was  difficult  due  to 

the  enabling  legislation  presently  in  effect. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  attending  the  annual  luncheon  of  the 
building  trades  and  of  making  a  presentation  relative  to  the 
workers  compensation  system  in  that  union  companies  presently  pay 
a  higher  rate  into  comp  than  the  non-union  contractors.  He  noted 
Legislative  Director  Foley  had  also  addressed  this  issue  at  this 
meeting.  He  advised  the  Council  members  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
had  in  the  past  fought  for  the  proper  language  which  would  allow 
the  trades  to  go  before  the  Commissioner  of  the  Rate  Setting 
Commission  on  this  very  issue.  He  reported  it  was  suggested  to 
the  Mass.  Building  Trades  unions  to  go  before  the  Commissioner 
and  noted  the  Trades  would  be  putting  together  a  list  of  concerns 
to  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Commissioner. 

President  Osborn  advised  on  reorganizing  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Worker's  Compensation  Committee  and  solicited  volunteers  from  the 
Vice  Presidents  to  serve  on  this  Committee;  he  further  noted  this 
will  be  a  very  important,  hard  working  and  serious  committee  and 
that  the  first  meeting  has  been  set  for  January  and  that 
management  will  be  filing  legislation  to  make  changes  in  the 
Workers  Compensation  system  and  that  this  important  Committee 
will  be  deeply  involved  in  the  coming  months. 

President  Osborn  reported  on  the  political  probings  of  candidates 
for  office  and  noted  that  two  staff  members  from  Cong.  Kennedy's 
office  had  dropped  by  to  see  how  the  President  felt  the 
Congressman  was  doing. 

On  the  Worker's  Memorial  Day  observance,  the  President  requested 
volunteers  from  the  Vice  Presidents  to  assist  in  this  annual 
commemoration  day  to  be  held  in  April. 

He  further  reported  on  recently  filed  legislation  that  would  have 
granted  a  tax  rebate  to  the  Commonwealth's  Banks  during  a  time 
when  public  employees  were  being  given  layoff  slips  and  that  the 
Council  had  acted  against  such  legislation  and  got  very  positive 
results  in  that  this  legislation  was  defeated  by  the  Council's 
actions. 

President  Osborn  made  a  report  on  the  newly  established 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Food  Bank  in  that  over  $21,000  had  been 
raised  to  date  and  $9,000  had  been  disbursed.  He  thanked  the 
Vice  Presidents  for  their  continued  support  in  responding  in  this 
effort.  He  also  noted  he  had  been  approached  by  IBEW  Local  2313 
Officers  with  a  emotional  thank  you  for  the  assistance  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  Food  Bank  provided  during  the  NYNEX  strike.  He  also 
reported  that  the  National  AFL-CIO  had  sent  $1,000  to  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  which  would  be  used  to  purchase  toys  for  the  Eastern 
Airlines  strikers  children  for  Christmas. 


The  President  reminded  the  Council  Members  of  the  upcoming  State 
of  the  Union  Conference  scheduled  to  be  held  on  January  17  and  18 
in  Sturbridge  and  that  the  Vice  Presidents,  Central  Labor 
Councils  and  Building  Trades  Councils  have  been  invited  to 
participate.  He  noted  a  small  response  to  date  regarding 
attendance  and  urged  participation  and  attendance. 

At  this  time  the  President  announced  that  after  his  President's 
Report  he  would  make  a  special  report  to  the  Council  on  the 
incidents  with  Local  26,  HERE  and  that  it  would  be  a  separate 
report. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Devlin  spoke  on  the  issue  of  uncommitted  slates 
and  noted  he  hoped  the  Council  would  not  be  taking  a  specific 
person,  from  outer  Commonwealth  Avenue,  John  Silber  under 
consideration  for  any  kind  of  endorsement. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  had  passed  out  a  chronological 
report  of  up-to  date  events  regarding  the  Local  26,  HERE 
situation.  He  noted  after  the  Eastern  Airlines  Machinists  went 
out  on  strike,  a  May  17  letter  was  sent  to  the  affiliates  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO,  that  scabs  were  being  housed  and  trained 
in  the  Park  Plaza  and  stating  that  the  Council  could  not  do  an 
official  boycott  of  the  Park  Plaza  but  we  were  making  the 
affiliates  aware  of  this  situation  and  they  would  have  to  make 
their  own  decision  on  whether  they  go  there  or  not  and  when  this 
was  mailed  out  no  word  came  from  President  Bozzotto  on  this 
particular  letter.  President  Osborn  further  explained  that  Pres. 
Bozzotto  had  come  to  him  for  help  regarding  Local  26 's  negotiated 
monies  being  put  into  a  Affordable  Housing  Trust  Fund  but  that 
Taft-Hartley  would  have  to  be  amended  and  at  that  time,  the 
Council  has  supported  such  a  project;  Pres.  Osborn  reported  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  has  done  everything  it  was  asked  to  do  and 
it  was  done  successfully;  that  he  had  arranged  meetings  with 
Kennedy's  staff,  wrote  a  personal  letter  of  support  for  such  a 
project  for  Pres.  Bozzotto  to  take  to  Washington,  D.C.,  which  was 
a  direct  result  of  Pres.  Bozzotto 's  reguest.  He  further 
advised  that  Senator  Kennedy's  office  expressed  concern  to  Local 
2  6  and  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  as  to  the  approach  being  used  to 
accomplish  the  housing  trust  fund  goal  in  that  Kennedy's  office 
suggested  that  for  it  to  be  accomplished  it  would  have  to  be  done 
guietly.  He  noted  Pres.  Bozzotto  went  to  D.C.  with  a  delegation 
from  his  Local  to  lobby  publicly  for  the  housing  trust  fund 
passage.  President  Osborn  further  reported  that  Sen.  Kennedy's 
people  had  run  into  problems  with  Republican  Senator  0.  Hatch  on 
this  issue  and  that  through  negotiation  Taft-Hartley  was  amended 
to  accomplish  the  setting  up  of  the  AHTF  for  Local  26.  Pres. 
Osborn  went  on  to  report  that  not  until  he  received  the  letter  of 
resignation  from  V.P.  Thomas  stating  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  along 
with  the  National  AFL-CIO  had  taken  a  stance  against  the  Housing 


trust  along  with  anewspaper  article  stating  that  Local  2  6  was 
withdrawing  their  per  capita,  with  the  exception  of  1  member, 
from  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  was  he  aware  of  any  problem.  He  further 
noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  always  been  in  support  of  Local  26 's 
housing  trust  fund  project  and  to  his  knowledge  the  National  AFL-CIO 
was  also  not  against  it. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  gave  an  explanation  of  further 
developments  in  that  he  had  written  to  Pres.  Bozzotto  reguesting 
him  to  appear  at  an  Exec.  Officers  meeting  to  explain  his 
actions.  The  Sec/Treas.  of  Local  26  notified  the  Council  that 
Bozzotto  was  out  of  town  and  could  not  attend.  Pres.  Osborn 
reported  sending  another  letter  which  went  unanswered  and  ignored 
which  was  followed  by  a  letter  to  Pres.  Osborn  from  D.  Bozzotto 
requesting  Pres.  Osborn  and  the  Executive  Officers  to  appear 
before  the  Local  26  Exec.  Board.  President  Osborn  noted  at  this 
time,  he  had  requested  the  Exec.  Council  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO, 
last  month,  not  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Sister  Thomas  at 
that  time.  Pres.  Osborn  went  on  to  explain  that  as  a  result  of 
Pres.  Bozzotto  not  responding  to  his  communications,  Pres.  Osborn 
requested  T.  Mclntyre's  assistance  in  attempting  to  set  up  a 
meeting  between  himself  and  Bozzotto  and  was  informed  by  Mclntyre 
a  meeting  had  been  set  for  December  8  to  discuss  the  ongoing 
situation.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  on  the  morning  of  December 
8  after  attempting  to  confirm  the  meeting  with  Bozzotto, 
Bozzotto  and  himself  had  a  heated  telephone  conversation  that 
resulted  in  Bozzotto  threatening  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  for  having  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Christmas  party  at  8  Beacon  Street  and  about  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  sending  out  a  letter  in  support  of  the  striking 
Eastern  machinists  and  use  of  the  Park  Plaza.  Pres.  Osborn 
advised  attempting  to  discuss  these  situations  on  the  telephone 
but  to  no  avail.  The  President  went  on  to  notify  the  Council 
that  a  joint  press  conference  was  held  (Local  26  and  Park  Plaza) 
Management  attacking  the  solidarity  of  the  Union  Movement  and 
demeaning  the  Machinists  strike  and  defending  the  Housing  of 
Eastern  Scab  workers. 

On  the  cancelling  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Christmas  Party,  the 
President  advised  that  if  Local  26  picketed  the  premises  it  would 
also  affect  people  outside  of  the  Labor  community  and  friends  of 
the  Council,  staff,  Representatives  and  Senators,  etc.  would  also 
be  exposed  to  such  picketing  and  that  he  felt  it  would  not  be 
good  to  expose  any  union  disunity.  He  also  reported  that  Local 
2  6  caterers  and  waitpersons  were  obtained  to  cater  the  Christmas 
Party  and  has  been  done  for  several  years  and  that  due  to 
licensing  problems,  the  landlord  Council  93  has  requested  not  to 
use  the  offices  at  8  Beacon  Street  for  the  Party  and  that  the 
Council  had  hired  the  Deli  directly  beneath  the  Council  office, 
which  is  also  AFSCME  property,  but  all  food  and  refreshments 
would  be  done  union.  (Local  26) .  President  Osborn  also  noted  he 
had  received  an  invitation  to  the  Local  2  6  HERE  Christmas  Party 
which  was  being  held  in  non  union  property  in  offices  of  a  law 
firm,  on  non-union  stationary  with  no  bug. 


President  Osborn  further  noted  receiving  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent 
by  Senator  Kennedy  to  Domenic  Bozzotto  thanking  him  (Pres. 
Osborn)  for  his  assistance  with  the  Housing  Trust  Fund. 

At  this  time  Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  V.P.  Dorothy  Thomas  and  that  the  Council  not 
accept  the  1  member  per  capita  payment  from  Local  26. 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  made  a  suggestion  to  send  have  the 
Executive  Officers  proceed  then  make  a  recommendation  to  the 
Council.  Also,  to  instruct  the  Executive  Officers  to  proceed 
under  the  Constitution  and  report  back  to  the  Executive  Council 
at  the  next  Executive  Council  meeting. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  Vice  President  Faherty  withdrew  his  motion 
and  noted  that  something  has  to  be  done  regarding  the  way  the 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  this  Organization  has 
been  treated  by  Brother  Bozzotto. 

MMS  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  accepts,  with  regrets,  dorothy 
Thomas's  resignation  from  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Executive 
Council.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  instruct  the  Executive  Officers  to  proceed  to  take 
corrective  steps  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  and  to  report  back  to  the  members  at  the  next  Council 
meeting.  So  voted. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Mullane  made  a  motion  that  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  vote  to  support  the 
President  in  this  matter  in  that  he  has  supported  HERE,  Local  26 
in  the  past  and  suggested  Local  2  6  should  be  censored  and  that  he 
felt  Pres.  Osborn  is  doing  the  right  thing  in  this  matter  and 
that  Local  2  6  should  be  out  organizing  hotels  and  not  condemning 
the  Machinists. 

Sec./Treas.  Haynes  commented  that  the  Council  and  Pres.  Osborn 
has  dealt  continuously  on  this  issue  along  with  the  Exec. 
Officers  and  that  there  was  not  one  iota  of  truth  by  Pres. 
Bozzotto  on  this  matter.  He  also  stated  the  Council  had 
supported  HERE,  Local  2  6  and  helped  with  Senator  Kennedy.  The 
Sec./Treas.  stated  he  was  in  full  support  of  the  President  and 
the  Executive  Officers. 

V.P.  Devlin  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  and  advised  the  Council 
that  his  Organization,  the  Massachusetts  Federation  of  Teachers, 
had  cancelled  their  convention  scheduled  to  be  held  at  the  Park 
Plaza,  not  to  hurt  Local  26,  but  in  support  of  the  Machinists 
Union.  He  also  stated  that  he  felt  President  Osborn  had  made  the 
correct  decision  in  cancelling  the  Council's  Christmas  Party  and 
that  it  would  have  been  a  public  humiliation  for  the  union 
movement . 


At  this  time  a  very  lengthy  discussion  took  place,  with  many  Vice 
Presidents  participating  and  condeming  Brother  Bozzotto's  actions 
which  resulted  in  the  following  amendment. 

MMS  that  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  continue  to 
support  the  President  in  this  matter  and  to  extend  a  vote  of 
confidence  to  the  President.   So  voted  (Unanimous) 

At  this  time  President  Osborn  again  reported  that  Local  26  union 
caterers  and  waitpersons  were  to  be  used  at  the  Christmas  Party 
and  that  we  were  just  renting  the  Deli  where  it  was  to  be  held. 

President  Osborn  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  support 
and  noted  it  was  not  the  first  time  that  Local  26  had  dropped 
down  their  per  capita  to  the  Council  and  noted  that  the  issue  is 
the  Council  supporting  the  machinists  by  re-issuing  and  sending 
out  a  letter  that  he  (Pres.  Bozzotto)  had  no  problem  with 
before. 

At  this  time,  Vice  President  Abdow  thanked  Legislative  Director 
Foley  for  his  salvaging  and  monitoring  and  working  on  Section  157 
of  the  recent  budget  regarding  the  Blue  Laws  and  also  told  the 
Council  he  felt  the  retailers  would  continue  to  go  after  it  year 
after  year  and  with  the  continued  support  of  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  it  was  his  feeling  that  the  UFCW  would  prevail. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  presented  the  regularly  monthly 
Financial  Report  of  the  Council  and  noted  the  general  fund 
appeared  higher  last  month  than  this  month  and  advised  it  was 
before  the  monies  for  the  Walkathon  were  disbursed  to  the  various 
shelters  and  that  would  cause  the  disparity  this  month. 

He  also  gave  the  COPE  account  report. 

President  Osborn  advised  payments  to  Craig  Stepno  were  also 
outstanding  to  date  and  there  was  a  question  as  to  an  outstanding 
bill  to  the  Farmworkers  for  T-shirts  we  had  purchased  and  it  was 
being  checked  into. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  responded  to  questions  from  the  Vice 
Presidents  on  the  written  financial  report. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  his  monthly  activities  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  which  included  meetings  of  the  Department 
of  Employment  and  Training  which  is  presently  working  to  change 
the  contribution  rate  by  contractors  and  that  there  was  a 
possibility  of  legislation  being  filed.  On  attending  the  rally 
for  the  Boston  Teachers  Union,  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  a 
great  job  had  been  done  by  BTU  President  Ed  Doherty  and  on  the 
solidarity  expressed  by  those  in  attendance;  attending  and 


speaking  at  a  rally  on  behalf  of  the  Teamsters  in  their  plight 
against  S.S.Pierce  and  of  support  in  other  Teamster  endeavors. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reminded  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the 
upcoming  Secretary-Treasurers  conference  scheduled  to  be  held  at 
the  Lenox  Hotel  in  Boston  on  Thursday,  January  25,  1990  that 
would  include  agenda  items  on  Banking  Relationships,  investments, 
cash  management,  Unions  and  Computers,  office  management,  budgets 
and  reporting. 

He  also  reported  on  attending  a  conference  sponsored  by  ACTWU  in 
the  New  Bedford  area  regarding  the  activities  of  the  labor 
movement  and  of  strikes  that  have  occurred  in  that  area;  of  being 
involved  in  a  pilot  program  with  the  UFCW,  Building  Trades  and 
SEIU  regarding  Computer  usage. 

MMS  to  accept  the  activity  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  So 
voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  DIRECTOR: 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  meetings  with  Roxbury 
Community  College  regarding  the  possibility  of  a  grant  request; 
on  meetings  at  the  Mass.  Maritime  Academy  regarding  having  an 
Educational  Seminar  sponsored  by  the  N.E.  Council  being  planned 
for  that  facility.  On  the  Archives  Program,  the  Director 
reported  the  opening  will  be  delayed  approximately  1  month.  He 
also  advised  on  the  budget  cuts  affecting  the  Labor  Studies 
Program  and  Professor  Harvey  Friedman  at  U-Mass.,  Amherst,  that 
the  program  has  been  moved  to  the  Social  Sciences  Dept.  at  U- 
Mass. ,  and  which  has  experienced  smaller  budget  cuts  than  first 
anticipated  due  in  part  by  the  actions  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  and  he  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  assistance  in 
this  matter. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  announced  that  Richard  Guiney  of  Local 
589,  Carmen's  Union,  has  been  awarded  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO 
Harvard  Trade  Union  Scholarship  Award. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT; 

Director  Foley  reported  the  Legislature  was  still  in  session  and 
he  still  felt  there  was  no  vote  for  taxes.  On  the  issue  of 
capital  gains  he  advised  the  Council  that  we  were  told  it  was 
three  votes  short  and  that  it  eventually  turned  out  to  be  20 
short.  He  reported  the  Governor  feels  the  votes  are  there  for 
new  taxes.  Approximately  81  votes  are  there  for  a  tax  package 
but  Director  Foley  informed  the  Council  no  one  knows  for  what  tax 
package.  He  stated  he  felt  the  votes  were  there  to  increase  the 
tax  on  alcohol  and  cigarettes. 

The  Director  reported  on  the  passage  of  and  Governor's  signing  of 
the  Safety  in  Elevator  Construction  site  legislation  and  on  the 
job  site  voter  registration  which  are  both  very  important  to  the 


Building  Trades  Unions. 

On  the  prevailing  wage  legislation  regarding  increasing  the  fines 
and  penalties,  the  Director  advised  this  legislation  had  cleared 
the  Senate  and  reported  out  in  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
and  that  he  felt  hopeful  that  with  a  full  session  this 
legislation  would  prevail.  Also,  on  the  legislation  affecting 
the  Land  Bank,  a  93  million  dollar  commitment  of  funds  would  help 
the  Building  Trades  Unions.  He  reported  that  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  was  in  tough  shape  and  that  he  felt  the  system  would  go 
broke  within  two  years  if  it  was  not  addressed  at  the  present 

time. 

Director  Foley  notified  the  Vice  Presidents  that  several  State 

Representatives  had  requested  to  appear  before  an  Executive 

Council  Meeting  and  both  he  and  President  Osborn  declined  this 
request  for  the  present  time. 

At  this  time  Vice  President  Romano  advised  the  Council  members  of 
funding  problems  which  would  effect  Local  589,  Carmen's  Union  and 
other  unions  in  the  MBTA's  jurisdiction  and  specifically  S-2136, 
Section  101  which  would  have  all  of  the  employees  pay  9%  of  their 
health  benefits  which  at  the  present  time  they  are  paying  0%  He 
also  spoke  on  Section  135  of  S.  2136  regarding  the  stoppage  of 
any  rights  to  negotiated  retroactive  monies. 

V.P.  Romano  inquired  of  the  Legislative  Director  as  to  when  this 
legislation  would  be  coming  out  and  the  Director  notified  the 
Vice  Presidents  that  it  would  be  sometime  in  the  next  week. 

At  this  time,  President  Osborn  and  the  Vice  Presidents 
congratulated  V.P.  Romano  on  his  re-election  as  President  of 
Local  589. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Phinney  thanked  Legislative  Director  Foley  and 
President  Osborn,  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  the  Vice  Presidents  for 
their  assistance  on  behalf  of  the  Retail  Unions  in  keeping 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Memorial  Day  and  Labor  Days  Holidays 
that  would  also  keep  the  stores  closed  on  those  days.  He  also 
thanked  V.P.  Abdow,  the  staff  of  Local  1445,  Jim  Tiernan,  Rich 
Rogers  and  John  Laughlin  for  their  assistance  in  working  to 
defeat  the  repeal  of  the  Blue  Laws.  He  also  stated  that  this 
fight  was  not  over  and  would  come  up  again  and  once  again 
requested  the  assistance  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  for  support  on  this 
issue. 

Vice  President  Phinney  also  suggested  that  during  the  State  of 
the  Union  Conference  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Sturbridge  that 
possibly  a  rally/picket  would  be  done  at  Shaw's  in  Worcester 
in  conjunction  with  the  Conference. 

Discussion  then  took  place  regarding  the  proposed  changes  in 
public  employee  health  care  benefits. 
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Director  Foley  advised  that  this  legislation  was  in  the  Senate 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  which  would  require  state  employees  to 
pay  a  percentage  of  the  costs  which  would  potentially  cost 
employees  from  $150.00  to  $1,000.00  yearly.  He  also  noted 
that  originally  employees  selecting  the  HMO  plan  were  not 
required  to  pay  for  it  thereby  many  State  employees  opted  for 
this  coverage  and  that  it  was  a  way  to  attract  them  into  choosing 
the  HMO  which  are  less  costly. 

V.P.  Devlin  commented  on  the  so-called  anti  double-dip,  anti 
spousal,  anti-family  health  care  legislation  which  would  call  for 
state  employees  to  choose  between  their  insurance  coverage  and 
that  of  their  spouse.  He  noted  eventually  the  state's  costs  would 
increase  due  to  private  industry  allowing  their  employees  to 
refuse  private  industry  coverage  for  a  cash  payment  in  lieu  of 
medical  coverage  and  would  then  have  these  persons  join  the 
medical  plans  of  their  spouse  in  the  public  sector.  He  also 
commented  that  if  these  percentages  carried  down  to  the 
municipalities  it  would  be  devastating  due  to  the  varied  per 
centages  presently  in  effect  for  municipal  employees. 

President  Osborn  advised  this  would  also  effect  the  hiring 
process  and  discriminate  between  single  and  married  persons. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  50-50%  legislation  had  already  been 
filed  for  municipalities. 

V.P.  Collins  suggested  the  anti-double  dip  approach  is  a  way  to 
shift  as  many  of  the  state's  employees  onto  the  private  sector 
and  that  the  private  sector  was  facing  this  very  issue  in 
contract  negotiations  daily  and  that  the  state's  way  of  saving 
money  would  be  to  dump  the  problem  onto  someone  else. 

At  this  time  V.P.  Burke  extended  his  concern  over  the  Christmas 
Party  being  cancelled  due  to  the  striking  machinists  situation. 

President  Osborn  noted  the  Council  was  100%  behind  the 
machinists. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Director's  Report.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Edward  Doherty,  President  of  the  Boston  Teachers 
Union  addressed  the  Council  meeting.  He  thanked  the  President 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  the  Vice 
Presidents  in  particular  for  their  support  at  the  recently  held 
BTU  rally  and  march  to  the  State  House.  He  gave  a  brief  rundown 
on  the  current  situation  of  the  Teachers  with  the  City  of  Boston 
in  that  the  contract  was  settled  at  the  bargaining  table  and  the 
funding  of  it  was  presently  being  held  up  in  the  office  of  the 
Mayor  and  that  the  Mayor  wants  to  re-negotiate  the  agreement  and 
the  union's  position  is  a  definite  no  on  re-negotiation.  He 
noted  that  under  the  Public  Employee  Collective  Bargaining  Law, 
Chapter  150  the  Teachers  negotiate  with  the  School  Committee  and 
not  with  the  Mayor  and  that  during  the  past  negotiations  a 
neutral  third  party  was  brought  in  to  facilitate  an  agreement 
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with  the  School  Committee  and  the  Union.  He  reported  the  Mayor's 
role  is  one  of  being  the  conduit  to  submit  for  funding  of  the 
agreement  and  that  he  has  not  identified  the  proper  funding 
source.  He  also  advised  that  the  members  of  the  Boston  City 
council  have  not  rejected  the  contract  but  are  looking  for  the 
Mayor  to  identify  the  funding  source  and  that  it  is  the  Mayor's 
responsibility  to  find  the  money  to  fund  it.  He  noted  the 
members  voted  for  a  1  day  strike  and  will  vote  on  a  2  day  strike. 
He  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  contact  Mayor  Flynn  urging  him  to 
submit  the  appropriate  funding  source  package  to  the  City  Council 
and  thanked  them  for  their  anticipated  assistance. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Donegan  commended  the  Council  staff  for  their 
work  and  follow  up  regarding  events  being  planned  by  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

V.P.  Joyce  reported  that  the  Private  Industry  Council  had  voted 
to  support  the  funding  of  the  Teachers  contract  and  that  they 
understood  it  was  a  landmark  contract. 

V.P.  Phinney  congratulated  V.P.  Devlin  and  President  Doherty  on 
the  successful  turnout  and  program  at  the  BTU  rally. 

At  this  time  a  moment  of  silence  was  requested  in  the  memory  of  a 
IAFF  firefighter  from  Lawrence  who  passed  away  from  injuries 
suffered  from  a  fire;  for  two  firefighters  who  had  been 
hospitalized  as  a  result  of  job  injuries  and  for  a  member  of  the 
Utility  workers  who  had  been  killed  in  her  home. 

V.P.  Abdow  extended  congratulations  to  V.P.  Butler  on  his 
appointment  as  head  of  the  Western  Mass.  Department  of  Labor  and 
Industries  operation  and  advised  that  Brother  Butler  was  a  well 
qualified  appointee  to  that  position. 

V.P.  Alman  commented  on  the  recent  resignation  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  and  that  the  position  was  now  open  for 
replacement  and  interviews  would  be  forthcoming  and  that  he  would 
keep  the  Council  members  informed  as  to  the  applicants.  Also,  he 
noted  on  the  possibility  of  merging  the  Massachusetts  Maritime 
Academy  with  SMU  that  the  Council's  position  was  against  any 
merger  and  would  keep  everyone  informed  on  these  discussions  and 
that  he  would  present  the  Council's  opposition  to  any  merger. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  announced  to  the  Council  members  the  formation 
of  a  committee  to  study  the  wage  issue  of  the  President  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  and  the  committee  would  be  reporting  back 
to  the  Vice  Presidents. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  the  next  Council  meeting  would 
be  held  at  2:00  P.M.  on  Thursday,  January  18  at  the  Sheraton 
Sturbridge. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.

METHOD  OF  SELECTING  DELEGATES  TO  THE 
1990  MASSACHUSETTS  DEMOCRATIC  CONVENTION 


I.  The  Massachusetts  Democratic  State  Committee  shall  convene  local  caucuses  in  each 
ward  and  town  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  apportioned  number  of  Delegates  and 
Alternates  to  the  Convention,  except  that,  in  the  case  of  cities,  a  waiver  may  be  granted 
prior  to  January  12,  1990,  by  the  Democratic  State  Committee  Chairperson,  subject  to 
the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Compliance  Review  Committee  for  a  ward  or  several 
wards  to  hold  the  caucus  outside  the  ward  but  within  the  city  and  provided  that  the 
chairpersons  of  all  wards  seeking  to  caucus  at  the  same  site  must  sign  the  waiver  request. 
Said  waivers  shall  be  granted  only  in  exceptional  and  unusual  circumstances  where 
failure  to  grant  such  a  waiver  will  decrease  the  opportunity  for  participation  by  registered 
Democrats.  Should  several  wards  in  a  city  meet  in  one  location,  they  must  caucus 
separately  by  ward  for  the  election  of  Delegates  and  Alternates. 
*2.  One  Delegate  will  be  allocated  to  each  ward  or  town  and  the  remainder  on  the  basis 
of  a  formula  giving  equal  weight  to  Democratic  Party  registration  and  to  the  average 
vote  for  Democratic  candidates  in  the  last  general  elections  for  the  offices  of 
Governor  and  President.  (The  number  of  alternates  for  wards  and  towns:  1-19 
delegates  will  have  up  to  4  alternates  (except  that  the  number  of  alternates  shall  not 
exceed  the  number  of  delegates),  20-29  delegates  will  have  5  alternates,  30-39 
delegates  will  have  6  alternates,  and  40  or  more  delegates  will  have  7  alternates. 
Alternates  shall  be  rank  ordered  according  to  the  number  of  votes  each  receives. 
Tie  vote  shall  be  decided  by  lot.) 

3.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  chairpersons  of  the  Democratic  ward  and  town 
committees  to  call  and  chair  a  local  caucus  on  February  3,  1990  at  2:00  p.m.  in  a 
public  place  which  is  accessible  to  the  handicapped  and  does  not  inhibit  participa- 
tion by  any  Democrat.  All  caucus  sites,  upon  receipt  of  a  written  request  from  a 
registered  Democrat  residing  within  the  ward  or  town  no  later  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  caucus,  shall  be  subject  to  review  for  accessibility  by  the  Affirmative  Action 
and  Outreach  Submcommittee  which  shall  also  have  authority  to  veto  use  of  a  site. 
If  the  chairperson  of  a  ward  or  town  committee  is  unable  to  serve  as  described 
above,  the  next  highest  ranking  officer  of  the  committee  shall  be  responsible  for 
serving  in  that  capacity. 

4.  The  Chairman  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee  may  grant  a  waiver  at  the  written 
request  of  the  chairperson  of  any  ward  or  town  committee  filed  prior  to  January 
12,  1990,  to  transfer  the  date  and  time  of  the  ward  or  town  caucus  to  February  4, 
1990  or  to  another  date  and  time  during  the  week  following  February  3,  1990.  Such 
waivers  shall  be  granted  only  in  exceptional  and  unusual  circumstances  where 
failure  to  grant  such  a  waiver  will  decrease  the  opportunity  for  participation  by 
registered  Democrats. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  chairperson  of  the  local  committee  to  make 
every  reasonable  effort  to  notify  all  registered  Democrats  no  sooner  than  thirty  and 
at  least  nine  days  before  the  local  caucus  (January  5,  1990  -  January  26,  1990).  The 
minimum  notice  to  the  local  Democrats  shall  consist  of  at  least  one  announcement 
in  the  local  media  and  the  Democratic  State  Committee  shall  be  notified  of  the 
location  of  such  notice  by  return  of  the  enclosed  post  card,  postmarked  no  later 
than  January  12,  1990.  Two  announcements  indicating  date,  time,  place  and  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting  must  appear  in  at  least  one  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  area  and  one  of  Affirmative  Action  Outreach.  Each  ward  and  town  committee 
shall  inform  the  Democratic  State  Committee  in  writing  no  later  than  January  12, 
1990  of  the  location  of  their  caucus,  using  the  enclosed  "Send  Back  Card."  In  the 
event  that  a  ward  or  town  committee  fails  to  schedule  a  time  and  place  for  such 
caucus,  the  State  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  call  said  caucus  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  outlined  above.  If  a  meeting  has  not  been  scheduled  and  an- 
nounced by  January  12,  1990,  any  ten  registered  Democrats  residing  within  the  af- 
fected ward  or  town  may  be  authorized  to  call  such  a  meeting,  provided  they  each 
sign  a  request  for  such  authority  from  the  State  Committee  to  be  submitted  by 
January  22,  1990.  Such  request  must  include  a  proposed  caucus  site.  If  a  ward  or 
town  committee  fails  to  schedule  such  a  caucus  and  a  caucus  is  not  called  as  outlin- 
ed above,  the  State  Committee  Chairperson  will  do  so.  The  State  Committee 
Chairperson  shall  make  public  notice  when  a  ward,  town,  or  city  committee  fails  to 
call  a  caucus.  Should  a  ward/town  committee  chairperson  fail  to  call  said  caucus 
and  the  caucus  is  then  called  by  one  of  the  above  mentioned  who  would  also  ap- 
point a  temporary  chairperson,  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  February  3,  1990 
caucus  will  be  the  election  of  a  permanent  chairperson.  The  temporary  chairperson 
shall  bring  to  the  February  3,  1990  caucus  a  copy  of  the  official  registration  of  the 
Democrats  in  the  locale  through  December  31,  1989. 

'6.  The  local  chairperson  shall  bring  to  the  caucus  a  copy  of  the  most  recent  official 
registration  of  Democrats  in  the  locale.  Only  registered  Democrats,  as  of  December 
29,  1989,  as  shown  on  said  party  registration  list  of  persons  registered  holding  cer- 
tificates of  party  enrollment  as  of  December  31,  1989,  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on 
any  matter  at  the  local  caucus.  Registration  shall  remain  open  until  all  persons 
presenting  themselves  by  2: 1 5  p.m.  have  registered  (including  any  in  line  or  outside 
the  meeting  place).  Ballots  shall  not  be  distributed  until  all  such  persons  are 
registered  and  registration  has  been  closed.  Those  voting  must  be  present  at  the 
caucus.  There  will  be  no  absentee  or  proxy  voting  at  any  local  caucus  for  any 
reason.  The  chairperson  will  call  the  caucus  to  order  at  2:00  p.m.  There  shall  be 
only  five  items  on  the  agenda  (Agenda  item  (e)  must  begin  within  one  hour  after 
the  caucus  is  called  to  order.) 

(a)  Discussion  of  the  1990  Massachusetts  Democratic  Convention  with  special 
emphasis  upon  the  responsibilities  of  Delegates  who  will  attend. 

(b)  Discussion  of  "Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach"  as  outlined  in  the  Party 
Charter  and  state  wide  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Plan. 

(c)  Review  of  the  "Method  of  Selecting  Delegates  to  the   1990  Massachusetts 
Democratic  Convention." 

(d)  Read  Idler  from  Chairman  —  see  Page  2. 

(e)  The  nomination  and  election  of  Delegates  and  Alternates. 


7.  The  "Preliminary  Call  to  Convention  for  the  Massachusetts  Democratic  Parly" 
must  be  posted  or  distributed,  in  its  entirety,  at  each  local  caucus  to  elect  1990 
Delegates  to  the  Massachusetts  Democratic  Convention 

8.  The  caucus  is  a  Democratic  Party  meeting  and  no  Democrat,  person  ineligible  to 
register  or  media  representative  shall  be  denied  admittance. 

9.  No  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  any  stage  of  the  Delegate  selection  process  for 
failure  to  pay  a  cost  or  fee.  There  shall  be  no  admission  or  expense  charge  at  the 
local  caucus.  Donations  may  be  solicited. 

10.  There  shall  be  no  quorum  requirement  for  the  local  caucus. 

1 1.  No  person  may  vole  in  more  than  one  Delegate  selection  caucus. 

12.  Discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  sex,  age,  color,  creed,  national  origin, 
religion,  sexual  orientation,  ethnic  identity,  philosphical  persuasion,  economic 
status  or  disabled  in  the  conduct  of  Democratic  party  affairs  is  strictly  prohibited. 

*  1 3.  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach,  as  outlined  in  the  Party  Charter  and  Statewide 
Affirmative  Action  plan  shall  be  a  top  priority  concern  of  the  organizers  of  each 
local  caucus.  A  good  faith  effort  is  required  to  publicize  the  caucus  and  to  hold  it 
in  an  easily  accessible  public  place  including  easy  accessibility  to  the  disabled. 
Ward  and  Town  Committees  shall  make  every  effort  to  encourage  full  participa- 
tion by  all  Democrats  with  particular  concern  for  each  of  the  designated  target 
groups:  Blacks,  Hispanics,  Asian-Pacific  Americans,  Native  Americans  and  Cape 
Verdeans;  and  outreach  programs  to  persons  with  disabilities,  lesbians,  gay  men, 
workers,  youth,  low  and  moderate  income  people  and  senior  citizens  in  the 
delegate  selection  process.  The  chairpersons  of  each  caucus  shall  announce  to  the 
participants  the  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  goals  during  the  caucus  before 
any  vote  is  taken. 

14.  Delegates  apportioned  to  each  ward  and  town  must  be  equally  divided  between 
men  and  women,  except  that  one  Delegate  may  be  either  a  man  or  a  woman  if  an 
odd  number  of  Delegates  is  to  be  elected. 

Separate  ballots  shall  be  utilized  for  male  and  female  Delegates.  If  the  number 
of  Delegates  to  be  elected  by  a  caucus  is  even,  there  will  be  two  elections,  one  for 
women  and  one  for  men.  If  the  number  of  Delegates  to  be  elected  by  the  caucus  is 
odd  (and  greater  than  one),  there  will  be  three  elections,  one  for  women  and  one 
for  men,  and  one  open  to  both  women  and  men  for  the  one  (I)  odd  seat.  In  the 
three-election  situation,  the  one  open  to  both  women  and  men  shall  be  held  last 
and  those  defeated  in  the  first  two  elections  may  be  renominated. 

Any  seat(s)  which  is(are)  not  filled  as  required  by  the  Equal  Division  Rule  is 
forfeited  along  with  the  vote(s)  accorded  it  at  the  Convention. 

The  following  examples  serve  to  illustrate  the  Equal  Division  Rule  described 
above: 

(a)  Town  apportioned  12  Delegates 

2  men  and  15  women  attend  the  caucus 

2  men  and  6  women  (half  of  Delegate  seats)  can  be  elected 

(b)  ward  apportioned  7  Delegates 

9  men  and  2  women  attend  the  caucus 

3  men  (half  the  Delegate  seats)  and  2  women  can  be  elected  and  one  (I)  man 
to  fill  the  odd  seat  that  goes  to  either  sex 

(c)  ward  apportioned  6  Delegates 

27  men  and  1  woman  attend  the  caucus 

3  men  (half  the  Delegate  seals)  and  I  woman  can  be  elected 

(d)  town  apportioned  5  Delegates 

12  men  and  12  women  attend  the  caucus 

2  men  <half  of  Delegate  seals)  and  2  women  (half  the  Delegate  seats)  can  be 
elected,  with  the  fifth  seat  going  to  either  a  man  or  a  woman 

(e)  town  apportioned  2  Delegates 

0  men  and  7  women  attend  the  caucus 

1  woman  (half  the  Delegate  seats)  can  be  elected 
(0   town  apportioned  1  Delegate 

number  of  persons  attending  the  caucus  of  either  sex  makes  no  difference 
1  Delegate  can  be  elected  of  either  sex 

15.  Other  than  those  Party  and  elected  officials  specified  in  paragraph  thirty-one  and 
thirty-two,  no  persons  shall  serve  as  an  automatic  or  ex  officio  voting  Delegate. 

16.  Voters  must  be  informed  by  the  chairperson  of  the  caucus  of  the  number  of 
Delegates  to  be  elected. 

•17.  Alternates  shall  be  elected  after  Delegates  by  the  same  method.  If  a  delegate  certi- 
fies prior  to  the  conventio  that  he  or  she  is  unable  to  serve,  or  if  the  Ward  or 
Town  Chair  so  certifies,  the  Chairperson  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee 
upon  verification  shall  issue  credentials  to  the  ranking  alternate  delegate  of  the 
same  sex,  and  if  the  Ward  of  Town  Chair  or  that  alternate  certifies  that  he  or  she 
is  unable  to  serve,  then  the  Chairperson  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee, 
upon  verification,  shall  issue  credentials  to  the  second  ranking  alternate  of  the 
same  sex.  Alternates  will  be  issued  credentials  as  Alternates  upon  receipt  of  a 
twenty  dollar  ($20.00)  registration  fee.  Alternates  with  credentials  will  be  permit- 
led  to  replace  certified  delegates  by  exchanging  credentials  with  the  certified 
delegates  during  the  convention,  registering  with  the  Credentials  Committee  at  a 
designated  area  and  reporting  to  the  Chair  of  their  delegation. 

*18.  Candidates  must  be  registered  Democrats  by  December  29,  1989,  and  registered 
to  vote  within  the  ward  and  town  from  which  they  are  running  as  Delegate. 

19.  A  candidate  for  Delegate  or  Alternate  at  the  local  caucus  must  be  present,  voting 
and  give  his  or  her  written  consent  to  nomination  and  said  nomination  must  be 
seconded  by  two  persons  present  and  voting  at  the  caucus. 

20.  Slate-making  shall  be  allowed.  Nominations  must  be  made  and  votes  cast 
separately  for  each  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  and  not  for  the  slate  as  a 
whole, 


21.  Use  of  the  Unit  Rule  is  prohibited. 

22.  Nominations  are  closed  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  and  eligible  to  vote. 
The  names  of  all  candidates  for  Delegate  and  Alternate  must  be  posted  before 
balloting  begins. 

23.  Nominations  can  be  reopened  only  by  a  majority  of  those  present  and  eligible  to 
vote. 

24.  Each  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  make  a  two-minute  speech  and  to  distribute  on 
his/her  behalf  one  sheet  of  paper  listing  qualifications  and  ideas.  The  provision 
allowing  each  candidate  to  make  a  two-minute  speech  may  be  waived  or  amended 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  those  present  and  eligible  to  vote. 

25.  Persons  eligible  to  vote  may  vote  for  as  many  person(s)  as  they  wish,  up  to  the 
maximum  number  of  persons  to  be  elected. 

26.  Voting  shall  be  by  written  and  secret  ballot  and  (he  use  of  tellers  to  be  appointed 
by  the  chairperson  of  the  caucus. 

27.  Election  at  local  caucuses  shall  be  by  a  plurality  of  those  present  and  voting;  that 
is,  those  candidates  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  voles  on  the  first  ballot  will 
be  elected.  A  runoff  will  be  conducted  in  the  event  of  a  tie  vote. 

28.  The  chairperson  of  the  caucus  shall  fill  out  the  form  certifying  the  election  of 
local  Delegates  and  Alternates  to  which  must  be  appended  a  listing  of  the  voting 
on  each  ballot. 

•29.  The  chairperson  of  the  local  caucus  must  mail  to  the  Massachusetts  Democratic 
Party  no  later  than  February  5,  1990  (or  two  days  after  the  caucus,  whichever  is 
later)  the  completed  certification  form  of  elected  Delegates  and  Alternates  (with 
vote  tabulation  form  appended),  the  caucus  attendee  sheets  of  everyone  attending 
the  caucus;  and  must  distribute  registration  envelopes  to  the  elected  Delegates 
and  Alternates  at  the  caucus.  The  registration  envelope  and  fee  of  $35.00  per 
delegate  must  be  mailed  by  the  Delegate  by  February  10,  1990  (or  two  days  after 
the  caucus,  whichever  is  later)  -  -  a  $10.00  late  fee  will  be  due  with  each  Delegate 
registration  received  or  postmarked  after  the  February  10,  1990  deadline.  Ward 
and  town  committees  are  strongly  urged  to  pay  the  registration  fees  for  low  in- 
come delegates.  If  funds  are  not  available  from  ward  and  town  committees,  those 
Delegates  who  have  limited  income  may  individually  apply  for  partial  waiver  of 
the  registration  fee.  The  application  for  the  waiver  of  registration  fee  must  be 
made  by  the  Delegate  by  filling  out  the  Massachusetts  Democratic  Party's  enclos- 
ed waiver  form  or  a  personal  letter  to  the  Massachusetts  Democratic  Party  setting 
forth  the  basis  for  the  requested  waiver  of  the  fee  in  excess  of  $10.00.  The  ap- 
plication will  be  reviewed  by  a  subcommittee  of  the  Massachusetts  Democratic 
Party.  In  some  circumstances,  the  subcommittee  may  require  additional  written 
documentation  relating  to  the  delegate's  financial  circumstances. 

30.  The  State  Committee  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a  Credentials  Committee  which 
will  meet  immediately  prior  to  and  during  the  Convention  to  determine  any 
disputes  regarding  the  issuance  or  validity  of  credentials. 

31.  The  Democratic  members  of  the  General  Court  and  the  members  of  the 
Democratic  State  Committee  shall  serve  as  ex  officio  Delegates  to  the  Conven- 
tions with  full  voting  privileges.  To  ensure  adequate  representation  at  the 
Democratic  State  Convention,  the  Democratic  State  Committee  shall  survey  the 
Delegates  elected  at  caucuses  to  determine  whether  the  minority  representation 
reflects  the  participation  of  minorities  in  the  Parly  as  defined  in  Article  I  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Democratic  Party  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  If  it 
does  not  so  reflect  the  minority  population  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Democratic  State  Committee  shall  appoint,  based  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Caucus  of  Minority  Democrats  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  said  Convention,  a 
number  of  at-large  delegates  to  provide  such  representation.  The  chairperson  of 
each  local  caucus  must  indicate,  when  submitting  the  caucus  results,  the  represen- 
tation of  minorities  within  his/her  community's  delegation. 

32.  The  Chairperson  of  each  city,  ward  and  town  committee  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
vention (as  duly  recorded  with  the  offices  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
'and  the  Democratic  State  Committee)  shall  serve  as  an  ex  officio  delegate  to  the 
convention  with  full  voting  privileges.  If  he/she  cannot  serve  or  is  a  Delegate  in 
another  capacity,  the  next  highest  ranking  officer  (vice  chairperson,  secretary  and 
then  treasurer)  shall.  If  the  next  higher  ranking  officer  cannot,  a  meeting  of  the 
full  committee  shall  be  called  to  elect  the  committee  member  to  serve  in  this  posi- 
tion. If  there  are  co-chairpersons  of  the  committee,  a  meeting  of  the  full  commit- 
tee shall  be  called  to  elect  one  (I)  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

33.  The  Chairperson  of  the  Democratic  State  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Compliance 
Review  Committee  which  shall  promulgate  rules  for  the  conduct  of  caucuses  in 
accordance  with  this  Call  and  shall  hear  and  decide  Delegate  challenges. 

34.  Challenges  to  Delegates  and  Alternates  shall  be  filed  separately  for  each  Ward 
and  Town  with  the  Compliance  Review  Committee  by  a  registered  Democrat 
residing  within  the  ward  or  town  and  having  direct  knowledge  of  the  grounds  for 
the  challenge  and  postmarked  no  later  than  February  5,  1990  (or  two  days  after 
the  caucus,  whichever  is  later).  Specific  grounds  must  be  addressed  in  an  initial 
challenge.  The  Chairman  of  the  Compliance  Review  Committee  will  review  the 
challenges  and  determine  if  a  hearing  is  necessary,  subject  to  further  review  by  the 
full  committee  if  requested  by  the  challenger.  These  procedures  will  be  available 
from  the  Democratic  State  Committee,  45  Bromfield  Street,  Boston,  MA  02108 
or  (617)  426-4760. 

35.  Each  ward,  town  or  city  delegation  may  elect  its  own  officers,  including  a 
chairperson. 

36.  These  rules  may  not  be  suspended,  amended  or  overruled  by  any  local  committee 
or  caucus. 

37.  Caucus  Chairperson  shall  retain  all  ballots  for  at  least  30  days.  Caucus  Chairper- 
sons shall  furnish  the  names  and  addresses  of  each  caucus  participant  to  the 
Democratic  State  Committee  together  with  the  ballot  results  no  later  than 
February  5,  1990  (or  2  days  after  the  caucus,  whichever  is  later). 

NOTE:  The  Hatch  Act  may  prohibit  the  participation  in  the  caucuses  or  con- 
vention process  of  Federal  employees  or  persons  who  are  employed  by 
agencies  and/or  programs  that  receive  Federal  funding

The  appropriate  sections  of  Article  Seven  of  "The  Charter  of  the  Democratic  Parly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts"  should  be  read  and  taken  into  consideration 
during  the  caucus  proceedings. 

ARTICLE  SEVEN 
Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach 

'Section  I.  Support  of  Affirmative  Action  Program 

The  Democratic  Parly  of  Massachusetts,  to  encourage  lull  participation  by  all 
segments  of  the  population,  shall  conduct  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Programs 
in  behalf  of  target  groups:  Blacks,  Hispanics,  Asian  Americans,  Native  Americans  and 
Cape  Verdcans;  and  outreach  programs  on  behalf  of  persons  with  disabilities,  lesbians, 
gay  men,  workers,  youth,  low  and  moderate  income  people  and  senior  citizens. 

Section  II.  Goals 

The  goals  of  affirmative  action  and  outreach  shall  be: 

(a)  to  institute  those  at  all  levels  and  in  all  units  of  the  Party  which  will  provide: 

1.  target  group  members  with  an  understanding  of  the  methods  and  procedures 
for  participating  in  all  elections  and  programs  of  the  Democratic  Party,  and 

2.  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  all  elections  and  programs  of  the  Demo- 
cratic Party 

(b)  to  elect  target  group  members  to  all  levels  and  units  of  the  Democratic  Party 
according  to  parity  of  enrolled  Democrats  in  a  voting  area,  through  a  formula 
compatible  with  United  States  Census  data 

(c)  this  goal  shall  not  be  accomplished  either  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  state 
Democratic  Party's  imposition  of  mandatory  quotas  at  any  level  of  the  delegate 
selection  process  or  in  any  other  Party  affairs,  as  defined  in  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee  and  the  Democratic  State  Committee. 


Section  III.  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Sub-Committee 

The  majority  of  the  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Sub-Committee  of  the  State 
Committee  shall  oversee  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  uniform  affirma- 
tive action  plans  for  each  state  senatorial  district,  to  include  plans  for  ward  and  town 
committees  therein,  for  the  election  of  members  to  all  Party  committees  and  for  the 
selection  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  conventions.  All  Affirmative  Action  and 
Outreach  plans  shall  be  submitted  forapproval  to  the  State  Committee,  which  shall 
remain  responsible  for  all  affirmative  action  efforts.  Challenges  to  the  formulation 
or  implementation  of  these  plans  shall  be  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council. 

Section  IV.  Implementation  of  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach 

With  continual  outreach  and  affirmative  action  as  a  major  priority  of  the  National 
and  Massachusetts  Democratic  Parties,  thegoals  of  affirmative  actionand  outreach 
shall  be  achieved  by,  but  not  limited  to,  the  following  steps: 

(a)  the  equal  division  insofar  as  possible  between  men  and  women  at  every  level  of 
party  structure 

(b)  a  written  affirmative  action  plan  by  all  levels  and  units  of  the  Democratic  Party, 
including  submittal  of  population  figures  relative  to  the  target  groups.  The 
Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Sub-Committee  shall  help  devise,  implement 
and  hold  accountable  individual  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  plans. 

(c)  the  establishment  of  uniform  implementation  guidelines,  data  sources  and 
procedures  for  setting  goals 

(d)  the  allocation  of  financial  resources  by  the  State  Committee  to  affirmative 
action  and  outreach  as  a  priority  program 

(e)  the  communication  of  all  Party  programs  and  Party  elections  shall  be  frequent, 
public  and  explicit.  All  meetings,  caucuses,  conferences  and  conventions  shall 
be  held  in  centrally  located,  accessible  and  well  publicized  sites 

(0  the  formulation  of  all  Party  rules,  regulations,  and  processes  written  in  clear, 
explicit  language 

(g)  the  establishment  by  each  ward  and  town  committee  of  an  affirmative  section 
and  outreach  advisor,  who  shall  serve  as  an  officer  of  the  local  committee 

(h)  the  State  Committee  shall  hire  a  full-time  staff  person  to  assist  the  Affirmative 
Action  and  Outreach  Sub-Committee  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  if  funds 
are  available. 

Section  V.  Non-Compliance  with  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach 

Delegate  and  member  elections  at  every  level  will  be  monitored  by  the  Affirmative 
Action  Committee.  The  failure  to  achieve  affirmative  action  goals  will  result  in  an 
automatic  compliance  review  by  the  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach  Committee. 
If  a  compliance  review  determines  that  affirmative  action  plans  were  not  adequately 
implemented,  then  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Judicial  Council  which  may  | 
order  that  a  committee  not  be  recognized  or  a  delegation  not  be  seated  unless  and 
until  a  new  and  adequate  election  is  held  If  a  compliance  review  determines  that,  j 
although  a  "good  faith"  effort  was  made  to  formulate  and  implement  affirmative 
action  goals,  the  effort  failed,  in  that  case,  the  Judicial  Council  is  empowered  to 
recommend  that  the  unit  in  question  be  designated  a  priority  area  for  special  | 
affirmative  action  efforts  by  the  State  Committee. 

Section  VI.  Challenges 

Challenges  to  the  formulation,  implementation  or  achievement  of  affirmative 
action  goals  may  be  brought  before  the  Affirmative  Action  and  Outreach 
Committee  by  an  enrolled  Democrat  from  the  area  in  question  with  right  of  appeal 
to  the  Judicial  Council.

Disunited:  For  heaven's 
sake,  don't  beckon  bris- 
tling Boston  Local  26, 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  em- 
ployees and  big  brother  Mas- 
sachusetts AFL-CIO  to  the 
same  hotel. 

Local  26's  3,500  members 
arc  steaming  at  the  national 
and  state  big  union  big  guns. 
So  much  so  that  the  littler  un- 
ion executive  board  voted  u- 
nanimously  Sunday  to  reduce 
their  $1,500  AFL-CIO  monthly 
assessment  to  45  cents  and 
their  $500  monthly  sum  to  the 
Greater  Boston  Labor  Council 
to  15  cents.  Eye  say! 

The  reason:  The  hotcl-nlks  are 
charging  that  AFL-CIO-nlks 
aren't  trying  to  amend  the  U.S.

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Housing  of  Eastern  strikebreakers  at  unionized  Boston  hotel  sets  off  dispute

In  the  world  of  Massachusetts  organized  la- 
bor, donkeys  learned  to  fly  yesterday.  Hell  was 
knee-deep  in  ice  cubes.  And  the  head  of  Boston's 
hotel  workers'  union  allied  with  one  of  the  city's 
biggest  hoteliers  to  publicly  blast  the  Massachu- 
setts AFL-CIO. 

"It  took  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  to  get 
Roger  Saunders  and  I  to  sit  down  on  the  same 
side  of  the  table,"  said  Domenic  Bozzotto,  head 
of  Local  26  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Work- 
ers International,  and  perhaps  public  enemy  No. 
1  in  Boston's  largely  nonunion  hotel  industry. 

Actually,  it  took  a  little  more  than  the  AFL- 
CIO  -  namely  Eastern  Airlines  and  the  wrath  of 
the  International  Association  of  Machinists,  the 
last  of  the  unions  holding  out  in  a  bitter  9- 
month-old  strike  against  the  airline. 

Last  week,  Machinists'  Local  1726  got  a  tip 
that  Saunders'  Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel  & 
Towers  was  putting  up  Eastern  Airlines  crews  - 


in  violation  of  what  the  local's  president,  Edward 
Burke  Jr.,  now  says  was  an  understanding  with 
Saunders  Hotels  "that  they  wouldn't  have  scabs 
in  that  hotel." 

On  the  machinists'  behalf,  the  umbrella  AFL- 
CIO  mailed  a  letter  to  affiliates  statewide,  in 
which  Burke  asked  that  they  not  do  business 
with  the  hotel,  citing  the  "treachery"  of  the  ho- 
tel's management.  With  the  letter  was  a  state- 
ment by  Arthur  Osborn,  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  president,  suggesting  that  any  decision  to 
cease  business  with  the  Park  Plaza  was  up  to 
the  affiliate. 

"We  haven't  encouraged  anything,"  Osborn 
said  in  a  telephone  interview  yesterday.  "We  just 
asked  people  to  be  aware  that  here's  a  hotel 
with  scabs,  and  a  striking  union  [the  Machinists] 
wants  them  to  be  aware." 

In  a  statement  yesterday,  Osborn  called  the 
letter  "routine,"  adding  that  the  letter  had  been 
sent  out  in  June  to  affiliates,  without  union  ob- 
jections. But  to  the  leadership  of  one  AFL-CIO 
affiliate  -  Local  26  -  last  week's  letter  and  what 


followed  seemed  more  than  routine. 

Beginning  Saturday,  the  IAM  sent  a  few 
pickets  to  the  Back  Bay  hotel.  And  the  AFL- 
CIO  -  which  two  months  ago  held  its  annual 
convention  at  the  hotel,  and  once  named  it  Mass- 
achusetts employer  of  the  year  -  canceled  sever- 
al upcoming  functions  there. 

The  hotel  employs  more  than  400  members 
of  Local  26,  the  second-biggest  number  among 
Boston  hotels.  In  light  of  that,  the  AFL-CIO  let- 
ter "was  inappropriate  and  was  pursuing  the 
wrong  strategy,"  Bozzotto  said  yesterday. 

"This  doesn't  affect  Frank  Lorenzo  [the 
chairman  of  Texas  Air  Corp.,  parent  of  Eastern 
Airlines]  one  bit,  but  it  makes  our  wages  de- 
pressed," due  to  reduced  business,  he  said.  "And 
to  do  this  after  Eastern's  pilots  and  stew- 
ardesses have  ended  their  strike  is  an  act  of  des- 
peration." Both  groups  ended  their  strike 
against  the  airline  last  month. 

By  yesterday  morning,  the  gloves  were  off.

The  decision  must  be  made  by  the  individual  local 
union  leadership  while  operating  in  the  spirit  of 
trade  union  solidarity. 

The  Eastern  Strike  remains  strong  and  united  with 
overwhelming  support  from  Organized  Labor  in 
Massachusetts  and  across  the  Country.  Your  continued 
support  can  help  the  strikers  to  a  settlement  while 
lasting  "one  day  longer  than  Frank  Lorenzo."

Thank  you  for  your  inquiry  regarding  the  Hotel  and 
Restaurant  Employees  Union  housing  trust  fund.   The  local 
is  to  be  commended  for  negotiating  a  creative  approach  to  the 
affordable  housing  problem,  and  I  hope  that  the  requisite  changes 
in  federal  law  can  be  made  so  the  trust  can  begin  operation. 

As  you  know,  the  local  negotiated  the  language  for  the 
trust,  but  unfortunately  included  language  requiring  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act  be  amended  before  the  trust  became  effective. 
They  further  required  that  change  be  in  place  before  May  30, 
1990.   What  they  may  not  have  known  is  that  amending  this 
contentious  law  is  extremely  difficult,  raising  a  serious  risk 
that  anti-worker  amendments  to  it  might  not  be  able  to  be 
defeated. 

I  am  attempting  to  pass  the  amendment  required  by  their 
contract  language,  but  also  want  to  assure  that  other  workers' 
rights  are  not  jeopardized  in  the  process.   I  will  continue  to 
seek  the  appropriate  legislative  vehicle  which  will  accomplish 
both  purposes. 

As  to  information  regarding  the  trust  itself,  I  would 
recommend  you  contact  the  local  union  which  negotiated  the 
language.   I  am  sure  they  will  be  happy  to  provide  you  with 
the  details  and  plans  for  the  trust  operation.

Hotel  union's  troubles 
aren't  a  labor  of  love 


Disunited:  For  heaven's 
sake,  don't  beckon  bris- 
tling Boston  Local  26, 
Hotel  and  Restaurant  em- 
ployees and  big  brother  Mas- 
sachusetts AFL-CIO  to  the 
same  hotel. 

Local  2G's  3,500  members 
arc  steaming  at  the  national 
and  state  big  union  big  guns. 
So  much  so  that  the  littler  un- 
ion executive  board  voted  u- 
nanlmously  Sunday  to  reduce 
their  $1,500  AFL-CIO  monthly 
assessment  to  45  cents  and 
their  $500  monthly  sum  to  the 
Greater  Boston  Labor  Council 
to  15  cents.  Eye  say! 

The  reason:  The  hotcl-niks  are 
charging  that  AFL-CIO-nlks 
aren't  trying  to  amend  the  U.S. 
Taft-Hartley  Act  to  allow  Boston 
hotel  workers  a  housing  fund.  A 
hot  priority  for  hotel  workers.  So 
much  so  they  coaxed  a  $1  mil- 
lion housing  fund  from  hotel 
owners  in  their  last  negotiations. 
But  the  money  can't  be  spent, 
says  Union  Housing  Director 
Bruce  Marks,  until  the  federal 
law  is  changed. 

So  why  45  cents  and  15 
cents?  Because  the  parent  un- 
ions demand  participation 
from  each  little  union  partici- 
pant. Local  26  figures  that  one 
member  —  they  didn't  say 
whom  —  still  will  take  part. 
And  the  sum  to  be  sent  covers 
one  member's  assessment. 

"If  that's  how  much  they 
think  of  the  housing  trust, 
that's  how  much  we  think  it's 
worth  staying  in  those  two  or- 
ganizatlons,"  remarked 
Marks.  Arthur  Osborn,  state 
AFL-CIO  president,  was  not 
around  to  answer. 

But  Marks  said  what  is  not 
being  paid  for  dues  will  go  to 
lobby  for  housing  in  the  Taft- 
Hartley  amendment.  Well, 
that  should  get  some  action 
out  of  someone!

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Housing  of  Eastern  strikebreakers  at  unionized  Boston  hotel  sets  off  dispute

In  the  world  of  Massachusetts  organized  la- 
bor, donkeys  learned  to  fly  yesterday.  Hell  was 
knee-deep  in  ice  cubes.  And  the  head  of  Boston's 
hotel  workers'  union  allied  with  one  of  the  city's 
biggest  hoteliers  to  publiclv  blast  the  Massachu- 
setts AFL-CIO. 

"It  took  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  to  get 
Roger  Saunders  and  I  to  sit  down  on  the  same 
side  of  the  table,"  said  Domenic  Bozzotto,  head 
of  Local  26  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Work- 
ers International,  and  perhaps  public  enemy  No. 
1  in  Boston's  largely  nonunion  hotel  industry. 

Actually,  it  took  a  little  more  than  the  AFL- 
CIO  -  namely  Eastern  Airlines  and  the  wrath  of 
the  International  Association  of  Machinists,  the 
last  of  the  unions  holding  out  in  a  bitter  9- 
month-old  strike  against  the  airline. 

Last  week,  Machinists'  Local  1726  got  a  tip 
that  Saunders'  Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel  & 
Towers  was  putting  up  Eastern  Airlines  crews  - 


in  violation  of  what  the  local's  president,  Edward 
Burke  Jr.,  now  says  was  an  understanding  with 
Saunders  Hotels  "that  they  wouldn't  have  scabs 
in  that  hotel." 

On  the  machinists'  behalf,  the  umbrella  AFL- 
CIO  mailed  a  letter  to  affiliates  statewide,  in 
which  Burke  asked  that  they  not  do  business 
with  the  hotel,  citing  the  "treachery"  of  the  ho- 
tel's management.  With  the  letter  was  a  state- 
ment by  Arthur  Osborn,  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  president,  suggesting  that  any  decision  to 
cease  business  with  the  Park  Plaza  was  up  to 
the  affiliate. 

"We  haven't  encouraged  anything,"  Osborn 
said  in  a  telephone  interview  yesterday.  "We  just 
asked  people  to  be  aware  that  here's  a  hotel 
with  scabs,  and  a  striking  union  [the  Machinists] 
wants  them  to  be  aware." 

In  a  statement  yesterday,  Osborn  called  the 
letter  "routine,"  adding  that  the  letter  had  been 
sent  out  in  June  to  affiliates,  without  union  ob- 
jections. But  to  the  leadership  of  one  AFL-CIO 
affiliate  -  Local  26  -  last  week's  letter  and  what 


followed  seemed  more  than  routine. 

Beginning  Saturday,  the  IAM  sent  a  few 
pickets  to  the  Back  Bay  hotel.  And  the  AFL- 
CIO  -  which  two  months  ago  held  its  annua! 
convention  at  the  hotel,  and  once  named  it  Mass- 
achusetts employer  of  the  year  -  canceled  sever- 
al upcoming  functions  there. 

The  hotel  employs  more  than  400  members 
of  Local  26,  the  second-biggest  number  among 
Boston  hotels.  In  light  of  that,  the  AFL-CIO  let- 
ter "was  inappropriate  and  was  pursuing  the 
wrong  strategy,"  Bozzotto  said  yesterday. 

"This  doesn't  affect  Frank  Lorenzo  [the 
chairman  of  Texas  Air  Corp.,  parent  of  Eastern 
Airlines]  one  bit,  but  it  makes  our  wages  de- 
pressed," due  to  reduced  business,  he  said.  "And 
to  do  this  after  Eastern's  pilots  and  stew- 
ardesses have  ended  their  strike  is  an  act  of  des- 
peration." Both  groups  ended  their  strike 
against  the  airline  last  month. 

By  yesterday  morning,  the  gloves  were  off.
